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District Breaks Ground for New Pool Complex 


On Monday, April 9, the Romulus 
Community Schools hosted a ground- 
breaking ceremony forthe district's new 
swimming-pool complex. Board of Edu- 
cation members (with the exception of 
President Michael Woods, who had to 
attend a General Motors executive 
meeting), other school officials, mem- 
bers of the Pool Committee, and repre- 
sentatives from Barton Malow (construc- 
tion managers) and Kingscott Associ- 
ates (architects) were joined by City 
leaders and other area dignitaries for 
the occasion. A complimentary brunch 
followed the ceremony. - 

According to Joel R. Carr, Superin- 
tendent, the pool facility will be built 
onto the south side of Romulus High 
School's gymnasium. It will feature a 
competitive pool, a training pool, and 
separate locker rooms for students and 
other community members, including 
one for parents with small children. 


"We intend to establish aswimming 
program for students starting at the 
third-grade level as part of our elemen- 
tary physical-education program," said 
Carr. "The initial program will stress 
Swimming instruction at all levels and 
lay the foundation for a competitive 
High School swim team." 

District spokesperson Richard 
Kruse recently stated that Barton Malow 
and Kingscott Associates have com- 
pleted their plans for the facility; the 
bidding process has been concluded, 
as well. The district also has purchased 
a parcel of land south of the High Schoo! 
to provide additional space for the drive 
that circles the building. The remainder 
of the new property will serve as athletic 
fields for physical-education classes. 

Construction should begin in the 
near future.
